RELIEF and PUNISHMENT 
2a VAGRANTS Te - 


K Y Hoever walks the Streets of the Cities 
of London and Weftminfter, or elſe- 
"MF where within this Kingdom, can't 
but be touched with the miſerable State of 
many wretched Creatures, daily appearing in 
Publick as ſeeming Objects of Compaſſion, 
but upon Inquiry are found to be Perſons who 
have inured themſelves to a Life of Idleneſs, 
and by their Vices have brought upon them- 
felves the Difaſters under which they labour, 
and 'theteby draw from charitable and well- 
-diſpoſed ' Chriſtians that Relief, which ought 
only to be beſtowed (in a legal manner) upon 
ſuch who by the Almighty's Viſitation, Acci- 
dents in an honeſt and laudable Calling, or by 
Pefects of Nature, are reduced to Neceſſity. 
This in a populousand trading Country has long 
called for Redreſs, and tho' ſeveral Attempts 
have been made for this Purpoſe, yet hitherto 
they have not Wee as expected. 


That 
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That in this Kingdom are proper Laws 
for taking care of our parochial Poor is certain, 
but even that thoſe have in ſome meaſure con- 
tributed to the Evil complain'd of, is much 
to be ſuſpected; for when we conſider the 
many Stratagems made uſe of to keep the 
Poor from being burthenſome to Pariſhes, we 
| ſhall ſoon ſee various Inſtances of idle Em- 
ployments, contrived by Pariſh Officers, ſuch 
as the Blind and Lame begying at Gates in 
the Highways and other Places, where Huts 
are either erected for them, or permitted to 
be erected by themſelves, where they attend 
to receive that Charity from Paſſengers which 
tacy. ought to receive from the Pariſhes to 
which they belong. How improper ſuch Ob- 
jets are for ſuch Places, no one can be long at 
a Loſs to ſurmiſe; the Conſequences that have 
happened to Women big with Child, furniſh 
us with ſtrong Reaſons for endeavouring to 
prevent ſuch Perſons even appearing in 
Public. 

To relieve Fo Objects of Charity is an 
Act of great Humanity, and 'tis with Re 
luctance that a Perſon can paſs by an Object 
over- run with Sores, or afflicted in any other vi- 
ſible manner (which are indeed ſometimes the 
Effect of Art) and not relieve them: But 
upon conſidering what Care is taken by the 
Lavys of this Country for this Purpoſe, a Man 
is apt to determine with himſelf that ſuch 
Perſons have no Occaſion to lic there, and at 


once 
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once either cloſes his Compaſſion toward a real 


Object, or gives his Charity to thoſe who are ra- 
ther Objects of Juſtice, and who, perhaps, be- 


long to a Gang of Thieves. How frequent- 
ly do we meet with Inſtances of Beggars who 

come in the moſt ſuppliant manner, Make out 

a long compaſſionate Caſe, but when they 


find that their Cheat 1s diſcovered, and that 
they are not likely to gain their Ends, turn 


the rough Side of their "Tongues, and, were 


the Place proper, would perhaps take another 


way of being ſupplied, that is, by Foree 


take from you what your Diſcretion thought 
proper to deny ? Others there are, who 

carrying about Children, labouring un- 
der infectious Diſeaſes, or other Deformities, 


are to terrify you perhaps out of your Lives, A 
for refuſing to comply with their importunate 


Demands. Add to theſe the Conſideration of 


the many Women and Children lying about 


the Streets, the latter of which are from their 
Births, till they arrive at the Age of ten or 
twelve Vears of Age, ſcarce out of the Streets; 


by means of which they beget in themſelves 


ſuch an Habit, that when their riper Vears 
come on, they betake themſelves to Practices 


the moſt enormous, the Wages of which are 


Deſtruction. + - 


Inſtances of each of theſe kinds, the Ci 


ties of London and Weſtminſter, and Places 
adjacent, furniſh us with almoſt every Hour ; 
and when we come to recolle& the many Pa- 

i riſh 
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11th Officers of ſeveral kinds, that are paid and 
cloathed by their reſpective Inhabitants, we 
ſhould be ata Loſs to conſider what they are 

employ'd for, Do they ever meddle with, or 
_ endeavour to remove theſe publick Nuſances ? 
or is it not to be feared, that this in ſome 
Meaſure may give Countenance to think what 
has been ſaid of thoſe in Authority in higher 


Stations may be true, that they take Money 


to wink at ſuch Breaches of the Law, as are 
found to bring in Profit to, or increaſe the pro- 
fitable Part of their Profeſſion ? How often 
have we heard of Gaming-houſes, Bawdy- 
houſes, and other Houſes not being. ſuppreſſed, 
becauſe they have paid a Rent to the neigh- 
bouring Magiſtrate ? But, if theſe Officers are 
made to do their Duties, and it becomes the 
Intereſt of the Inhabitants of the Place to 
which they belong to enforce the Law, they. 
may be made uſeful Membeis of Society, and 
bear a great Part in ſuppreſſing the Evil com- 
plain'd of, . 
Another Cauſe of this Evil is owing 
to the ignominious Name of an Informer; 
when this is taken away, and it becomes the 
Duty of every one to take a Part in this neceſ- 
ſary Work, I flatter myſelf that I ſhall have 
ſome Hopes of ſeeing the Unfortunate relieved, 
the Profligate bajar) and this Nation de- 
Jivered from one of the greateſt Scandals. =_ 
Perhaps I have now. undertaken a, Taſk, 
which I ſhall be told is encompaſſed with Dith- 
culties, and that IJ have aſſumed to myſelf more 
Know- 
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Knowledge than has appeared in many of our 
Anceſtors for many Ages. This will not diſcou- 


rage me from offering my Thoughts to the 


Publick, and if they can be improved by a 


better Genius, I ſhall readily join in commend- 
ing his. Labours; for ſomething is neceſſary, 
and I hope. I ſhall not be cenſured for oftering 
my Mite. I have had ſome Experience in 
theſe Affairs, and I have a good Wiſh for my 


Country, and I hope ſincerely that this Mate 
ter will be conſidered by chels who have the 


Honour to repreſent it. Nay, as this is a 
Caſe which can't interfere with Miniſterial 
Schemes, I flatter myſelf that ſome of thoſe 
who have Heads will exerciſe them upon this 
Occaſion; for I' dare aver; that a thing that 
contribance ſo much to the Publick Uſe, will 
make the great Burthens that they are forced 
to load us with, fit lighter upon us, and-zhey 


may reap the Benefit of it. 


6. Schemes of this kind have generally been 
received with Candour, and ſcarce even the 


greateſt party Zealot has not thought it beneath 


him to employ an Hour in reading of em; 


if this hath that Fate, I know many Members 


of the preſent Houſe of Commons, whoſe Abi- 
lities and Knowledge in theſe Aﬀairs have of- 
ten appeared to the Publick ; and the great 


Perſon: who preſides in that Aſſembly, has 


often ſhewed his Talents on this Occaſion. 
I ſhall therefore ſubmit (without farther 
Apology) my Thoughts to them, and hope, 
wy 
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they will deſerve their Attention, ſo far as 
to judge of their Efficacy; and if a Bill can 
be framed from theſe Hints, or ſome other 
Perſon of better Abilities, frame one more 
proper of his own, I ſhall have great Satisfac- 
tion in having reminded them of ir. And 
therefore in the firſt Place I obſerve, That 

In every County of this Kingdom, there 
are at preſent Workhouſes, or Houſes of Cor- 
reCtion ; theſe may he encreaſed, if neceſſa- 
ry, and put under ſuch Regulations as may 
anſwer, in one Reſpect, the following Propoſal. 
In moſt Corporate Towns and many Pariſhes, 
there are alſo Workhouſes, and as ſome Part of 
theſe may be turned into Hoſpitals for the 
Purpoſes intended by this Scheme, the Coun- 
try will not be laid under much greater Bur- 
thens than they now are ; nay, when we con- 
fider, that they are only to maintain their 
own Poor, (which they are now by Law 
liable to) 1 think it will be only enforcing 
thoſe Laws which are now in being, with= 
out the Addition of any new Burthen at all. 


The SCHEME. 


HA there be in every Pariſh with- 

in every County, City, and in every 

other Town or Place within this Kingdom, 
appointed a ſufficient Number of Officers, 

ſuch as Conſtables, Tythingmen, or Rane

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.who ſhall daily make it their Buſineſs to re- 
fort to all publick Places, and other Places in 
the publick Streets, Lanes, and Highways, 
where looſe, idle and diſorderly Perſons, or 
Beggars do uſually frequent ; and do there, 
and in all other Places where they ſhall 
find any ſuch looſe, idle, and diſorderly Per- 
ſons, or any lame, lick, wounded, or diſeaſed 
Perſons lying about, in order to aſk Charity, 
ſecure ſuch Perſons, and them carry before 
the next Magiſtrate, who ſhall examine them 
on Oath touching their laſt legal Settlements, 
and. touching their way of Livelyhood, a 
their being relieved by any Perſon or Perſons, 
and touching ſuch other Matters as ſhall be 
_ neceſſary to be known, in order to put this 
Method in execution; and upon fuch Exa- 
mination, if their Places of Settlement ſhall 

appear, chat ſuch Magiſtrate ſhall take proper 
order for ſending and conveying them to the 
ſame. But in caſe ſuch Settlement cannot 
appear, to order them to be ſent and convey'd 
to the Pariſh or Place within which for the |

This i is the scheme; and as there may Ob- 
jections ariſe in the Minds of ſome, I ſhall 
beg leave to ſay ſomething to illuſtrate the Rea- 
ſonableneſs of it. 

Ihe firſt Objection that may ariſe will be, 
that the ſtrict Execution of this Scheme will 
be very expenſive to the Cities of London and 
- Weſtminſter : To this J anſwer, that all theſe 
Perſons are Inhabitants of the ſeveral Pariſhes 
where they are found, and are by the Laws 


now in being, to be provided for as ſuch till 


they remove them, and this Method is but 
half the Expence of a common Order of Re- 
moval. 

That theſe Sorts of Perſons continuing in 
the Streets are publick Nuſances, won't be 
denied, and that the permitting them to con- 
tinue there, is owing to the Inhabitants of 
the Houſes adjoining; ſo that Part of this 
Scheme that compells ſuch Houſholders to have 
them taken up, can never be thought un- 
reaſonable. 

The authorizing any Body to ſeize ſuch 
Perſons is what is now enacted, but wants 
to be inforced, and the ſubjeQting the Offi- 

D cers

cers to a Penalty for Neglect, is certainly rea · 


ſonable. 


One of the great Cauſes of theſs Evils is 
the entertaining of the Perſons; therefore a 


Remedy for that part of it, neceſſary. 


The aſcertaining the Expence of Convey- 


_ ances of Vagrants, &c. in great meaſure takes 


off the Inconveniencies of our preſent Laws, 


and the doing it by the Juſtice of the Coun- 


ty or Place paſſing them, is certainly the moſt 
impartial, as the Expence is to fall on each 


Pariſh jointly, eſpecially as Juſtices who are 


intereſted are not to act in this Caſe, and the 
Appeal being order'd to be at the Seflions for 
the County to which they are ſent, and the 


Appellants to give ſuch Notice as directed, 


will make that caſy for the Pariſh from whence 
the ſaid Vagrants are removed, will have no 
Trouble unleſs the Settlement is found out to 


be in ſuch Pariſh, which would have been 
the Caſe on an Order of Removal, 


As to the Iriſb and Foreign home, 'tis 


calculated in ſuch a manner as I think will 
_ only effectually do it, and were the Laws for 
Ireland made ſuch as would enforce the 
Execution of it, I can ſee no Objection 
to it. It may indeed be ſaid, it will be load- 


ing the Cuſtom-houſe Officers of both this 


and that Kingdom with an increaſe of Duty. 


If this be thought ſo, an increaſe of Salary 
will make Retaliation for it. 
Upon the whole, let it be conſidered, that 


a regular Execution of a Scheme of this kind,

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may by the Divine Bleſſing be attended with 
the utmoſt Advantage to the Nation in Gene- 


ral; for by it many real Objects of Charity will 
be relieved, many uſeful Subjects reclaimed 
from a State of Perdition; many Children that 
are now in the moſt miſerable Condition, and 
have their Education amongſt the moſt exe- 
crable Reprobates, who breed them up Ene- 


mies to Mankind, Thieves and Murderers, 
will have an Education, that will enable them 
to become uſeful Subjects and Servants to the 


Publick; and others, who have long been the 


greateſt Villains, be brought to a deſerved 


Puniſhment ; and more than all this, that great 


and juſt Reproach of Foreigners againſt us 


for almoſt tolerating Beggary and Idleneſs 


be removed. If no more than theſe were 
to be the Advantages of it, it were a ſuffici- 
ent Motive for every one to attempt it, and 


to pals over ſome ſmall Inconveniences which 


particular Places or People may be liable to, 
and which, after a Law of this kind had been 
for ſome time regularly executed, would vaniſh: 
for I think, I am almoſt confident to hope, 
that it would entirely put a Stop to the Evil 


Jo long and juſtly complain'd of, and for this 
ſole Reaſon, when once theſe People find they 


can't be ſhelter'd from Juſtice, they will be 
forced to turn to ſome lawful and commend- 


able Employment, and forſake that moſt ſcan- 


dalous one of Idleneſs and Beggary,
